IIICAGO, May 2.— Fighting and 
rioting fiercer than on any previous 
day of the teamsters' strike was 
carried on in the business section 
of the city today. Stones, clubs ana 
knives were used with apparent abandon 
and an accurate account of the injured 
cannot be obtained. As far as known, 
one man was killed during the day. In 
the fight near the Auditorium hotel bis 
skull was fractured and ho was taken to 
a hospital, where he died. His name 
was Charles Beard. The strikers and 
their sympathizers attacked the non-un- 
ion men at every opportunity, men be- 
ing shot down wltkiu two hundred teet 
of the retail store of Marshall Field Ac 
Co., and clubbed nearly to death at the 
corner of the Auditorium hotel in plain 
view of hundreds of women who were 
compelled to run from the mob to save 
their own lives. In many instances men 
walking along the streets, who had no 
active connection whatever with the 
strike, were assaulted by hoodlums who 
'beat them first and later accused them 
of being strike-breakers. 

One Thousand Police Sworn in 
The team owners' association, which 
employs none but union teamsters, flat- 
ly refused today to make deliveries to 
any of the firms involved in the strike 
when ordered to do so by the employers' 
association. Pressure was brought to 
bear upon business houses with which 
the team owners have contracts. The 
team owners said they would not at- 
tempt to deliver coal to any firm where a 
strike is now in progress because their 
own men would go out. One thousand 
police were sworn in today upon the an- 
nouncement by the employers' associa- 
tion that they would move 1,880 wagons 
tomorrow manned by non-union drivers. 

Strikers' Outrageous Acts 

Store employees burdened with bundles 
are stopped, and their parcels taken 
from them and torn open and searched 
by pickets nnd union sympathizers to 
see if they are attempting to deliver 
goods to customers or carrying their own 
property to their homes. After assuring 
the pickets that the contents of the 
bundles belong to them, they are not 
disturbed further. 

. In one instance a liirixi carriage was 
stopped in Wabash avenue and the occu- 
pant, a woman shopper, compelled to 
get out nnd walk. Another woman with 
both arms full of bundles was caught by 
the skirts and stopped as she was about 
to step into n cab in Stnte street. The 
cab driver was warned not to take her 
as a fare. Undaunted, the shopper walk- 
ed to another corner, where she hailed a 
second cab. Again she wns stopped by 
the union sympathizers. Finally she 
boarded a street car. 

Coal Suoply Short 
The need for coal is rapidly develop- 
ing into one of the most important fact- 
ors of the teamsters' strike. With the 
exception of one or two big bouses, the 
supply of fuel on hand in State street 
averages from two to four days. John 
G. Fetzer, receiver of the Union Trac- 
tion Co., speaking of the scarcity of coal, 
said: "In several of our stations unless 
we get coal in twenty-four hours we will 
have to close down.'

IN JURY'S HANDS TODAY. 

Fate of Nan Patterson Will Bo De- 
cided Today. 

New York, May 2. — The fate of Nan 
Patterson, In her third trial for the 
murder of Caesar Young, will be in the 
hands of the Jury early tomorrow. As- 
sistant District Attorney Rand com- 
pleted the closing argument for the 
prosecution late this afternoon. When 
the court adjourned today Recorder 
Goft announced that he would charge 
the jury on the opening of court to- 
morrow. It Is not believed that his 
Instructions will be lengthy and prob- 
ably before the noon hour the Jury will 
have retired to consider a verdict. 

At the close of argument today, after 
Prosecutor Rand bad arraigned her in 
the most scathing tone, had said that 
her silence in this trial was a confes- 
sion of her guilt, had declared that her 
sister had lied on the stand and that 
her counsel had based his plea for her 
life on a foundation of a fabric of no- 
tions, Nan Patterson said she still felt 
confident the jury would bring in an 
early verdict of acquittal. 

"Mr. Rand Is a tine orator," she de- 
clared, "but I know the twelve men 
will not bang a girl on oratory." 

Mr. Rand consumed practically the 
entire day. He devoted a large part of 
his speech to a defence of himself and 
his methods in tho present trial. He 
declared the cbarces made against him 
by Abraham Levy, attorney for the de- 
fendant, were unjust and misleading. 
He denied that he had been guilty of

COMMONS ON ALIEN BILL, 

Government Measuro Passes House 
Regulating Immigration. 



NEON'TA, N. Y., May 2. — A ban! 
of masked robbers rode into tlie 
village of Gilbertsville, about IS 
miles from here, early today, 
open the supposedly burglar proof 
safe in the private bank of E. C. Brew- 
er, and escaped with a sum estimated at 
between $5,000 and ,fi0,000. When the 
startled villagers were awakened by tlio 
muffled roar of tho explosion and had 
been halted by the pistol fire of the rc- 
tieating bandits, they found that tho rob- 
bers had isolated Gilbertsville from the 
outside world by cutting all the telegraph 
and telephone wires, and when the pur- 
suit was finally taken the robbers had 
gained a lead which could not be over- 
come. 

Tonight pin-ties are searching tho 
woods in every direction. Several teams, 
which had been stolen and used by the 
robbers in tneir approach to the village 
and their subsequent fight, were found 
abandoned by the road at daylight, anil 
not far from Gilbertsville, and it is he- 
lieved they then left the highway and 
went into the woods oh foot. It is be- 
lieved there were five men in the band. 

That all were heavily armed was 
shown by the frequency of their fire 
when the first of the villagers arrived 
in tho vicinity of the bank. Tho men 
first pried open tho front door of tho 
bank. Two holes were drilled into tho 
heavy steel doors of the newly installed 
safe and into these the explosive was 
inserted. The explosion which followed 

Wholly Wrecked the Safe 
and shattered every window in the bank 
bidding. Portions of tho safe wero 
found many yards distant. 

The robbers gathered up tlie money 
exposed by the explosion and ran just 
as the first of the villagers reached the 
scene. Among the first to arrive at tho 
bank were W. F. Ward and C. A. Dan- 
iels, who encountered the robbers and 
were held in check by their threats to 
shoot. Other residents came up, but in 
tho meantime tho invaders were making 
good their escape, firing as they went. 
The alarm spread rapidly through tlie 
town and in a short time everybody was 
awake and hurrying to the bank. Then 
an attempt to communicate with the 
neighboring towns was made in the hopo 
of intercepting tlie burglars. Telegraph 
ollices and tho telephone exchange were 
opened, but the operators found only 
dead wires. 

Posses were organized, but their ef- 
forts to locate the men have so far prov- 
ed futile. The search is being continued 
today. 



NORWAY AND SWEDEN AGREE. 

Proposals of Crown Prince Regent 
Gustav Meet With Approval. 

Stockholm, May 2. — The special com- 
mittee of both chambers of congress 
have decided to send a joint commis- 
sion to the government, expressing en- 
tire approval and assent to the pro- 
posals of Crown Prince Regent Gustav, 
April G, for the initiation of negotia- 
tions, as follows: 

"First, a common Swedish or Nor- 
wegian foreign minister; second, a spe- 
cial consular service for each country, 
the consuls to be under the direction ot 
the foreign minister in all matters af- 
fecting relations with foreign coun- 
tries." 



London, May 2 —The House of Com- 
mons reassembled today after the 
Easter recess.

London, April 13. — The Irish Times,

Five Years "Penal" for 'Throwing a

They 
proceeded to London en route for Ire- 
land. 

Bluffing the Kaiser. 

The story now being told about the 
tactful way in which Vice-Admiral Sir 
\V. II. May rebuffed the Kaiser's curi- 
osity during lils Imperial Majesty's visit 
to King Edward VII., reads like one 
narrated of the Kaiser and a bluejacket. 
The German Emperor has the bump of 
inqulsitiveness pretty fully developed. 
Whilst going over a British man-of-war 
some few months ago he asked contin- 
ual questions of the men lie saw at var- 
ious duties. "I do not know, Your Ma- 
jesty," was the Invariable reply he got. 
At last the Kaiser, suspecting that the 
Ignorance was assumed, not real, said, 
with a smile to the signalman: "You 
do not intend that I should learn much 
aboard this ship?" "I do not know, 
Your Majesty," answered the man. 
Turning to the officer who accompanied 
him, the Kaiser remarked, laughingly: 
"If your men can light as well as they 
can keep their counsel, they should be 
invincible. 

Man Who Caused Boer War Dead. 

Mr. A. M. Goetz, the man who was the 
cause of the Boer war of 1881, which 
ended la a British defeat at Majuba 
Hill, has just died at the Cape. Mr. 
Goetz was landdrost at Polchefstroom, 
and in virtue of his office, seized the 
wagons of a Dutch farmer, Piet Bezuid- 
enhout, who had refused to pay taxes 
to the British government. This act 
precipitated the Boer outbreak. 

London's Appetite. 

A remarkable return just issued, 
deals In some striking statistical details 
of London at table. According to this 
paper no less than 41 S. 190 tons of pro- 
duce was conveyed into the markets 
during the past year, and the receipts 
from all sources amounted to £136.757. 
An important fact is that 25.75 per cent 
were products of the United Kingdom, 
and the balance was of colonial or for- 
eign origin. In the fruit and vegetable 
section no fewer than 2.G99 packages of 
watercresses were received, while the 
flsh delivered totalled 2.229 tons, as 
against 1,541 tons in the previous year. 
Of the tolls paid at the markets." the 
railway companies and carriers contrib- 
uted £28,809, salesmen and slaughter- 
men £7.313, and the weighbridges, £9,- 
963. 



DENSE FOG AIDS THE RUSSIANS. 

Hongkong, May 2. — It Is reported that 
a squadron of Japanese cruisers has 
been sighted cruising in the China Sea 
north of Luzon.

The reason for this general interest in 
a perfectly new and unknown proposition 
is said to be the fact that the world is at 
present practically bare of underwriting 
of this class.

The Chinese are defending themselves 
from the charge of being gamblers. 

"No," said one of the accused, " 'twas 
merely a friendly game of curds." 

Oh, yes, there was a guard at the 
door.

He was a 
laundrymau and he rented the rooms, 
but didn't allow gambling.

He had a number of friends in — kind 
of a five hundred party, you know. They 
were playing dominoes, The buttons 
were used as chips, and a small percent- 
age was taken to pay expenses, lighting, 
lent, etc. 

No, the doors were not locked — ho 
couldn't say why they were so strenu- 
ous, so like the stalwart walls of a cas- 
tle.

jtho doors and keep them in. 

He didn't think the fact suspicious 
that buttons -were thrown into the stove 
when the police came.

Why. every Cantonese 
knows that to he a mark of disrespect. 
Jf a Chinaman came before a consular 
court or any court in China with Irs 
queue up he'd be taken out and bam- 
ibooed." 

Hut then Chinese take many liberties 
with customs on this continent which 
would never be tolerated in their own 
land. 

Louis Hathaway, who lives with a 
woman of the red light district, was 
charged with assaulting her in the police 
court yesterday. He and the woman 
quarreled and he beat her. She secured 
his 'arrest..

Mr. Robinson of the Britannia Mines 
Acknowledges Its Purchase. 

Mr. IT. H. Robinson, managing direct- 
or of the Britannia syndicate, when in- 
terviewed by a Vancouver News-Adver- 
tiser reporter stated that he had made 
a personal purchase of the Crofton smelt- 
er, nnd would run it in conjunction with 
the Britannia mines. 

Asked if anyone else were interested 
in the smelter, Mr. Robinson replied: 
"No, I have bought it individually, and 
as soon as the mines arc running will put 
in a crew to work it." 

Mr. Robinson added that things wore 
Tunning along nicely at the mines, al- 
though the preparatory work would not 
be finished for some time yet. He ex- 
pec"!, however, to have things running 
in full blast by July. 

Asked if it was the intention of the 
company to use boats of its own to con- 
vey the ores to the smelter.

I suppose 
a contract will have to be made with 
somebody, hut with whom we don't know 
yet."

States, where he hopes to make some 
further arrangements in connection with 
his enterprise.

He is the first English- 
speaking member of the House to oc- 
cupy that position, and it is taken, at 
the present time, as indication of the 
good terms upon which the two races 
live in that Province. This is Quebec's 
concession on account of the Separate 
School clauses of the Autonomy Bill. 



COLONIZATION IN QUEBEC. 



Hon. Mr. Gouln, the new Premier of 
Quebec, has announced a progressive 
policy for his native Province in re- 
spect to educational facilities of an im- 
proved character, to agricultural de- 
velopment, and to the settlement of the 
waste places of that Province. The 
outline of his policy has been well re- 
ceived everywhere, and is commended 
by such staid Conservative journals as 
the Montreal Gazette. Dealing with 
the subject of colonization, the Mon- 
treal Herald portrays a characteristic 
of the French-Canadian, which will be 
familiar to every one knowing the con- 
ditions in what used to be called 
Lower Canada. We don't, however, re- 
member ever seeing it as well done 
before. It accounts for the steady ad- 
vance of the French-Canadian popu- 
lation not only In Quebec, but in other 
parts of the Dominion where it has 
taken root. The Herald says : 

"As to the colonization, the situation 
In Quebec is somewhat peculiar. Un- 
like some other Canadians, who seem 
rather to prefer to leave home for the 
far-off West, the French-Canadian pre- 
fers to keep very closely in touch with 
the civilization he knows. He prefers 
to take the nearest farm he can get to 
the one on which he was born. In the 
Eastern townships, he has let the sons 
of the English-speaking farmer go off 
to the West to make a big fortune on 
a large wheat farm, and he has bought 
the old farm. The same process, ex- 
actly, is going on in Eastern Ontario, 
notably in Glengarry. And where there 
is not a farm to buy, of where he has 
not the means to buy it, he moves ont 
into the wilderness indeed, buf just 
pver the outer rim Of previous settle- 
ment He moves up tl )0 river, find from 
the river bank settlement spreads back 
fold on fold. Such a process ought 
to be easy to facilitate, it is so natural, 
go reliable," 

.MILITIA AND DEFENCE. 

■ Wo arc in receipt of the report of the 
Department of Militia and Defence for 
the year 1004. It .is a small volume of 
05 pages and is made up principally 
of the reports of the various branches of 
■what is now a sort of hydra-headed ad- 
ministration. With the exception of in- 
cidental mention, which could scarcely 
!be avoided, a stranger to Canadian af- 
fairs would not have dreamed that such 
a person as Lord Dundouald ever exiiit- 
ed, notwithstanding that he was Com- 
mander-in-Chief for the major part of 
tho year covered by the report. In tins 
respect it can be truly said that it is 
more remarkable for what it omits than 
for what it contains. 
, We gather from the report in question 
some statistics regarding the strength of 
our Canadian forces. In the return 
showing the number of officers, N. C. 
officers, men and horses trained in the 
year 1004, in district camps we find the 
following statement, of what may be re- 
garded as our effective militia force, not 
much of an army, it is true, but still a 
nucleus for organization. The number 
of officers, men and horses authorized is: 

.Officers 3,202 

N. C. officers and men 12(1, 4S2 

Horses 0,203 

Of these 1808 officers, 19,347 men and 
4,401 horses received training of 12 days 
or under. The untrained amounted to: 
Officers, 1,454; N. C. officers and men, 
7,135; and liorseH, 1,742.

Now, after more than Jive months, In con 
sequence of my appeal to the court of the 
press, a gentleman who describes hlmso'f 
as local manager of the company, has his 
"attention drawn" (as absurd people 
say who really hunt around their premises 
for the early newspaper) to my Indictment, 
the "Subject of which, he would have us 
believe, is new to him. If so, the misman- 
agement of the company's affairs could not 
be more directly admitted. V manager is 
supposed to manage. It is his business to 
know what Is going on, and not to cover 
his own dereliction, when brought to book, 
with an Infantile suggestion that a reiter- 
ated grievance by a consumer Is "a Joke." 
In the same breath he admits that 1 have 
made only a "slight misstatement" of the 
cost of the light. Wherein, then, is the 
Joke? It is surprising that such absurd- 
ities should be submitted to the public by 
any business concern, even by such a one 
as that now at the bar. I repeat that I 
have been charged at the rate of over $100 
a year, for a single ordinary light, and 
during five months all requests for an ex- 
planation have been Ignored.

TOURIST ASSOCIATION. 

Executive Pursuing Vigorous Policy in 
Advertising Victoria. 

At tho usual weekly meeting of the 
Tourist Association, at which "were pres- 
ent Mayor Barnard, Aid. Oddy and 
Hanna, J. E. Wilson and A. Henderson, 
and tho secretary, Herbert Cuthbert, an 
aggressive paliey was outlined for prose- 
cuting the work of advertising Victoria 
during the present season. 

The secretary reported heavy demand 
for tho new booklet just issued, ••Im- 
pressions," ho having already distributed 
5000 in a general way and now handling 
a mailing list of 4000 additional. It was 
decided to instruct the Colonist to at 
once print another 10,000 copies of the 
"Outpost of Empire" series. 

Letters were received from Hon. Sen- 
ator Templemaii and George Riley, M. 
1*., expressing the view that until the 
harbor had been thoroughly dredged it 
would be premature to take up the ques- 
tion of improving the Arm above the 
-Gorge bridge. No appropriation would 
therefore be made for this latter work 
this year. 

At tho cquest of the association, Col- 
lector of Customs John Newbury for- 
warded a copy of the regulations govern- 
ing the matter of admitting automobiles 
I 'brought by visitors from across the line, 
i These will be printed on special mailing 
' cards and forwarded to all points be- 
tween here and Portland. It was de- 
cided to engage representatives both at 
I Seattle and Portland to distribute litera- 
I turo during the progress of the great 
fair at the latter city. It was also de- 
cided to at once order 20 small cabinets 
of neat design, in mahogany and oak, 
with glass fronts, 'as receptacles for tour 
ist literature for several places where lit- 
erature cannot be placed without them. 

The usual batch of correspondence was 
dealt witli and the meeting adjourned." 



Decorating the City. — On the win- 
dows of the Imperial Bank of Canada, 
on the corner of Yates and Government 
streets, the manager has placed green- 
painted boxes filled with llowers. This 
departure Is a good one and tends to 
beautify the bank building. The idea 
Is one which, If more generally adopt- 
ed, would add considerably to the at- 
tractiveness of the city. 



Electric Light Plant— Aid. Hall, chair- 
man of the electric light committee of 
tho city council, is desirous that the gen- 
enij public should fully understand that 
owing fo the limitations of the present 
plant it is a matter of impossibility to 
put in further lights, no matter how 
great maybe the necessity for them. At 
present the plant is taxed to its utmost 
nnd until the additions to tho machinery 
contemplated have been made, the ser- 
vice cannot further be enlarged. 

Assessor's Staff Busy — W. W. North 
cott, city assessor and his assistant, Mr 
Scowcrofl, were busy as nailers yester 
day preparing for the mail no fewer than 
33,000 assessment notices, giving the 
rate for the present year. Much work 
is entailed in tho operation of mailing 
all these notices, and the process of en 
veloping and stamping the large list ii 
done in the most approved fashion- 
utilizing an ingenious stamping pad of 
Mr. Northcott's own invention. 




The Pendray Proposal — Much interest 
has been aroused locally respecting tho 
application of Messrs. Pendray & Co. 
for the lease of a portion of (lie Indian 
reserve on which to establish their paint 
and snap works, and some speculation is 
being indulged in as to the ability of the 
Dominion government to grant a lease. 
A number of people are of the opinion 
that an initial step in the direction of 
getting the concession would be to secure 
tho consent of the Indians themselves 
and then make application to the fed- 
eral authorities. Having secured the 
ondorsation of the board of trade and 
the city council, it is felt that Messrs. 
Pendray & Co. have moral support suf- 
ficient to warrant the necessary govern- 
mental action in allowing the concession 
asked for providing no objection is of- 
fered by the Indians themselves. 



The Hotel Site — The work of filling 
in the James Bay flats around the C. P. 
R. hotel site is proceeding very expedi- 
tiously, though, ns was predicted by the 
Colonist, the entire job, which is a 'huge 
one, will not likely be completed before 
June 1, though the contractors for the 
superstructure- may be able to do some 
initial work before that date. J. Bar- 
rett, ono of the contractors, is now in 
the city nnd he is understood to have ex- 
pressed a wish that the work be hurried. 
Some idea of the magnitude of the work 
of filling in will be conveyed when it Is 
stated that no less than 38,000 cube 
yards had to be attended to — the C. P. 
R. handling 25,000 yards and tho oitv 
13,000. When all this material shall 
have boon placed in position, there will 
yet remain a large area which will have 
to undergo a leveling-up process.

OOTSA LAKE DISTRICT. 

Now Field for Settlement — Presents 
Many and Diversified Advantages. 

In the northern part of lirltlsb Colum- 
bia, east or the Coast range, and a little 
south of the Bulklcy valley, lies a large 
country that has only been seen by a few 
white men, mostly fur traders, and It Is 
only since the talk of the likelihood of the 
Orand Trunk Pacific railway entering that 
country that the public have paid any at- 
tention to the occasional reports publish- 
ed of a country which In the near future 
will be one of the best stock raising (lis 
trlcts In British Columbia.

The summer la fairly free from frost, 
and potatoes, turnips and ont.s nre grown 
by the natives. Tho snowfall in winter Is 
not heavy, averaging from a foot to a foot 
and a half, between the end of December 
and April. There nre Occasional cold snaps, 
when the thermometer drops to 25 degrees 
to IK) degrees below, but no blizzards. j

Protests Against 
Japanese Action 



Shipowners Object to Summary 
Manner of Dealings in Prize 
Courts of Japan. 

China Flies Protest Against Kill- 
ing of Her Couriers by Jap- 
anese Soldiers. 



Steamer Pleiades, which arrived yes- 
terday, brought news of protests being 
made by shipowners and underwriters 
regarding the very summary proceed- 
ings of the Japanese prize courts. It 
seems that the judges have compelled 
shipmasters to sign depositions in Jap- 
anese, of which they cannot read a 
word, and the attention of Sir Claude 
Macdonald, British minister to Japan, 
has been drawn to the fact that repre- 
sentatives of underwriters interested in 
the vessels seized have been refused a 
hearing. 

Protests against the killing of Chi- 
nese couriers by Japanese soldiers are 
also being made by China to Japan. 
The Walwupu (Chinese foreign office) 
has sent a despatch to the Japanese 
minister in PekJn, In which it is stated 
that Tseng Chi, Tartar general of Muk- 
den, has reported the unwarrantable 
killing of imperial Chinese couriers, 
bearing Important government de- 
spatches, by Japanese soldiers posted 
at certain barrier stations. To go into 
details, it is charged that on a certain 
date in March a member of the Imper- 
ial courier post, named Chill Ch 'uan, 
hearing Important despatches from the 
board of war, on his way to Mukden 
was stopped ami subsequently killed 
near the Harrier station of Laopien, by 
Japanese soldiers, who also destroyed 
two despatches. 

On the second occasion two mem- 
bers of the military patrol of Hsin mili- 
um, bearing despatches from that city 
to Mukden, were on the road also killed 
by Japanese soldiers belonging to a 
Harrier station en route. The conten- 
tion of the Walwupu is that, whereas 
It is a universal law among nations, 
and also in Chinese law, not to kill 
bearers of despatches proceeding be- 



tween two armies of nations at war 
with each other, all the more is to be 
deprecated • and a matter for surprise 
that bearers of despatches belonging 
to a neutral nation on errands having 
nothing to do with the belligerents 
should be thus unwarrantably killed. 

The Walwupu, therefore, asks that 
the culprits who were guilty be severe- 
ly punished for thus breaking a well- 
known law, and also that as a matter 
of pure justice, the families of the dead 
despatch-bearers be Indemnified for 
the sad losses Inflicted upon their 
b read- winners.

More Blockade- Kunncrs — Navi- 
gation Openiug on the 
Yukon Klver. 



Steamer Pleiades, of the Boston 
Towboat Company, which arrived yes- 
terday to land 181 tons of local freight 
from the 3,88-1 tons of general merchan- 
dise below her hatches, brought as a 
passenger Mr. K. W. Raymond, who 
was chief engineer of the seized block- 
ade-runner Tacoma. And the engine- 
room crew had an assistant throughout 
the voyage. 

Raymond was one of the two men 
who went from the Tacoma when the 
vessel was held by the ice, to carry a 
cable for despatch to the owners. He 
and the chief ofllcer, Miller, volunteered 
to go to Punshara Island to seek a tele- 
graph olllce. They left the Tacoma on 
February 24. They made their way over 
the lee fifteen miles to the shore, and 
"were directed to a village twenty-five 
miles away. They tramped for three 
days over mountain paths before reach- 
ing the village, being without food or 
shelter. 

When on the journey they were met 
by Japanese policemen, who were sus- 
picious of the foreigners — for every for- 
eigner in Japan is now a Russian spy 
until he Is proven not to be. The po- 
lice took them to the village whence 
the cable was sent to the owners which 
told them of the predicament their ves- 
sel was in. 

Japanese guides accompanied them 
back to the steamer, breaking a trail 
for them through the heavy snow. The 
men suffered considerably, snow falling 
heavily and a piercing wind adding to 
their discomfort. Cue of the Japanese 
guides had a narrow escape from being 
killed by snowslides. 

And after all the discomforts and 
hardships of the arduous winter jour- 
ney, the two men found that the steam- 
er had been freed by the time they 
returned and had drifted clear of the 
ice. They were obliged to make the 
return journey to the village. They 
were on the Island until March 1, when 
they were taken to Hakodate and 
thence to Yokohama. The first Officer 
remained in Yokohama. 

The Pleiades, which sailed from 
Manila or. March 25, was eighteen days 
in crossing the Pacific. She encount- 
ered stormy weather. On the 18th and 
19th a snowstorm prevailer 1 .. The ves- 
sel called at Hongkong, Moji, Kobe and 
Yokohama, sailing from the last named 
port on April 14. Her carge of 3,884 
tons measurement, 20,723 packages, 
was made up as follonws : Hemp, 7,765 
bales; gunnies, 245 bales; cement, 1,500 
barrels (all for Victoria); raw silk, 72 
bales; opium, 12 cases (all for Vic- 
toria); rice, 2,490 bags (1,790 bags for 
Victoria); matting, 2,597 rolls; bamboo 
poles, 1,372 bales; 329 cases. 



HIGHER STEERAGE RATES. 

On the steamer Empress of China, 
which has Just sailed outward, the re- 
vised nnd increased schedule of steer- 
age rates became effective. The In- 
crease only affects traffic from this 
coast to the Orient. Rates from the 
other side to this coast are made as 
conditions over there Justify. At pres- 
ent steerage passage from China and 
Japan to this coast runs from $35 to $45, 
according to ports of departure and 
destination. For some years past the 
fare from Vancouver to Japanese nnd 
Chinese ports for steerage passengers 
has been $45. It costs $51 to travel in 
this class by the Empress of China. All 
the companies operating trans-Pacific 
steamships are parties to the agree- 
ment respecting rates. The San Fran- 
cisco liners, the C. P. R. and the Great 
Northern have struck a rate of $51. The 
Boston Steamship company and the 
Nippon Yusen Kalsha, operating slow 
vessels, are allowed to make a rate of 
$43.50. 



THE COLUMBIA. 

The missionary steamer Columbia, 
which Is In charge of Rev. Mr. Antle, 
will remain at the old customs house 
wharf until today, when she will leave 
for Ltidysmith and Nanaimo, on her 
way to the North to engage in her work 
among tiie logging camps and settle- 
ments of the northeast coa.vt of thr. inl- 
and. The .steamer will be on view and 
visitors will be made welcome. Any 
offering of provisions, books, or maga- 
zines for distribution in the coast 
camps would be thankfully received by 
those In charge. 



WILL EXTEND LINE. 

Pacific Steam Navigation Company 
Will Resume Service. 

Since the Panama railroad was taken 
over by the United States and the 
monopoly held by the Pacific Mall Co. 
ended, the Pacific Steam Navigation 
<'o. has decided to resume service on 
the Pacific roast, according to advices 
from San Francisco. The San Fran- 
cisco Call says : "When the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Co.. at the invitation 
of local merchants, invaded the field 
monopolized by the Pacific Mall Co., if 
was prepared to do almost anything for 
San Francisco shippers. It pul on a 
fleet of line steamers anil hewed rates 
to an almost nominal figure. Instead 
of supporting the invader, however, tin 
local shippers used the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Co. as a club to beat down 
Pacific Mall rates and gave their busi- 
ness to the Pacific Mall. The Naviga- 
tion company soon wearied of a los- 
ing game. It withdrew and Pacific Mall 
rales were promptly elevated to theli 
former dizzy height. With a chance to 
ship across the isthmus and at Colon 
make connections with another fleet of 
Its steamers, the British concern Is go- 
ing to try it again.

Eva Marie Reached Port Yesterday 
With Catch of 146 Sealskins. 

The sealing schooner Eva Marie, 
Captain Victor Jacobsen, returned from 
the North Pacific yesU-.-day, first of the 
homing schooners of the coast sealing 
fleet. The Eva Marie has a catch of 
1-1 tl skins. Schooner Jessie Is following 
the Eva Marie home. Ten other 
schooners hunted off the coast, about 
half of which will return to port, the 
others — which carry full complements 
of white hunters — will go across to the 
Copper Islands. The fleet this year Is 
the smallest fur years, and its the 
schooners are not expected to average 
more than 2(a) skins to the vessel, the 
catch will be a very low one. 

U. S. TORPEDO DESTROYER.
